Summary of the Office Action 



In the Office Action claims 33-40, 43, 45-49, 50-51 , and 53 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kasama et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,577,826 
(hereinafter "Kasama"), in view of Budd et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,803,972 (hereinafter 
"Budd") and claims 33-53 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting over claims 2-7 of Stahl et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,661 ,475 (hereinafter 
"Stahl"). 
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
